Lisburne, Fune 12. 1690. 

E cxpect the King with Impatience, the 

Caſtle of Belfaſt, and the Caſtle of Hil/- 

brongh, are prepared in the beſt manner to 
receive his Majeſty ; the ſtreets of Belfaſt are daily 
ſwept, and not a Horſe permitted to go into any 
Stable there, but all kept clean for the King ard his 
Rerinue. 

One Captain Smith, formerly of Dundalke , hath, 
by oraer of the General,been with a party of Horſe 
from the Newry,to review the Roads thence to Din- 
d.lke,and fays all che Bridges and Cauſways are broke 
to prevent our march ; all the Roads betwixc this 
place and the Newry are mending, and vaſt quanti- 
ties of Proviſions are daily ſent towards Ardmagh. 

Belfaſt, Fune 16. 

The General expeCting che King's Landing, came 
hither on Friday in the Atrercoon , and ſent out 
Mea to all the adjacent Coaſts co watch; and at g 
that Night the Poſt-Boy of Donnoghodee coming with 
the Pacquet, brought advice the King had paſſed 
by that place towards this. 

On Sat«rday, about Three in the Afternoon, the 
General received advice his Majeſty was come into 
the Zovgh ; and thereupon, in his Coach and Sett of 
ſmall black Zarbary Horſes, poſted away to meet 
the King at Carriofergw , and iramediately mounted 
and rode on Horſeback through the main ſtreet of 
the Town , where the. almoſt numberleſs crowds 
of ' People bid his Majeſty welcom with continued 
Shouts and Acclamations, at the White Houſe, three 
miles hence, halt way betwixt this and Ca;i7ſergms, 
The General met the King at Four of th«: Clock, 
who was pleaſed tor to alight,and go into his Coach, 
attended only with one Troop of Horſe, and a few 
-— =p, and immediately drove over the Strand

The uncertainty of the time and place of his Ma- 
jeſties Landis, and the {uddennelſs ot the News was 
tuch, that tew of the multitude rhat flocked hither 
ro ſee it had their ends, tne Generals mation was ſo 
quick ; yet betore they 20t into the Town there 
were abundance who mt them; and coming to the 
North Gate,"|e was received by theSovereign and Bur- 
pelles of this place in their Formalities, a Gnard of 
the Foot Guards. and a general continued Shoat and 
Snouts of, God ſave 19t King, God bleſs our Proteſt ant 
King, God bleſs King William. , | . 

Being come to the Czffle, his Majeſty alighted;and 
with the General walked into and round a very fine 
Garden at the back ſide thereot. 

Then his Majeſty went into an Apartment appornt- 
ed for him, and immediately iſſued out Orders for 
bringing aſhore 200000 /. wich came with him into 
the Lowh, and 15 'Tuns of Halt-pence and Farthings 
in Tin, aud that an Account be forthwirl tent to the 
Agents of all Regiments to bring in their Accounts 
within 3 Days, in order to receive their-Mens Pay, 
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&c, In order to which, his Majelily preſently fell 
upon Meaſures how to clear all Quarters, and dif- 
charge the Country, and Ordered the Train to be 
ready to March in a Week. As the King was coming 
over the Strand another Coach of the Generals met 
him, which his Grace called to out of the tormer,and 
Ordered ſtreight forward to the Whue- Houſe, to re- 
ceive into it ſuch perſons of Quality as they ſhould 
find firſt Landing. Not far from the ſaid North-gare 
his Majeſty was met by Dr. Geerge Walker, late Go- 
vernor of Lendon- Derry, and 2bout Twelve of the 
Epiſcopal Clergy, who tollowed the Coarh to the 
Caſtle, and when his Majeſty alighted Addreſled him 
in a Congratulatory Speech on his Arrival. 

Ar Night the Streets were filled with Bonkires, 
and Fire- Works, which were no ſooner lighted, bur 
the Alarm Signal was given by djicharge of Guns, 
ſoplanted, that trem one place unto anotiier, thro? 
out the whole Country in our hands, in a tew Mt- 
nures, all places had notice of the King's Arrival, 
and in 3 Hours made Bonſires ſo thick, that the 
whole Country ſeemed in a Flame, 

So that the Enemy could not but ſee and conjeture 
the Cauſe to their ErernzI Grief, 

At Lisbarne, one George Greg ſon, the moſt eminent 
Preaching Quaker in the Province of Ulſter, not 
making a Borfire, the Soldicrs broke all Lis Wins 
dows, pulPd down the Pales roucd his Houie, 
ford his Wheel-barrows, Shovels, Pick- Ax's, 
Tubs, Pitch and Tar-Barrels, out of his backſide 
and Piled them vp before his own Dcor in a ſtate- 
ly Bonfire ,, and had not his Houſe been Lieutenant 
General Doxzlaſs his Quarters, it had been impoſſi- 
ble to fave it from pullicg down, though a Guard 
was upon it, ſo Angry were the People. 

Licutenant General Dorglsſs is expiCted here this 
Day ; and this Morning are a great number of Pref- 
byterian Miniſters cofre iy toowait on his Majeſty 
with an Addreſs. And' one Captain Jilliam Cor- 
meck,, ( Brother in Law to Mr. Exithiel Webb, the 
Reverend Miniſter of Innickilins, ) whe was the firſt 
that took up Arins and Proclaim:d their Majeltics at 
Imishilling, and under God the &l;12t Inſtrument of 
ſaving that place, is come hither lik-wiſe with a Re- 
tition, ( and very Ample Certificates tn his tzrour, ) 
co the King, ſetting forth, That norwithſ{landing 
his paſt good Services, andextraoidinary Sufferings, 
by raiſing and long maintaining there 2 Coinpantes ' 
at his ewn Charge, heading, the firſt uncil his only 
Son was cut off, and himſelt raken Priſoner by the 
Enemy,he was broke and bereaved of nis Command, 
for (as he knows, no other Cauſe, than timely 
forewarning ſome General Officers, that Major Ge- 
neral Maccarty intended to eſcape(29 he atterwards 
did from /nmizkiling, ) and prayed his Majeſty to be 
reſtored ro the Company he raiſed, or ro have the 
benefit of a Tryal at a General Court Martial,co
